District Judge Elwyn R. Shaw to- 
day held the entire 1940 rent con- 
;rol law unconstitutional. 
However', his ruling does 
not 
mean that all rent controls are now 
off. 
Fire Insurance 
Cost In Texas Is 
Said Excessive 


AUSTIN, Tex., July 
25.—(IP)—A 
Dallas Insurance buyers consultant 
charged today in a brief filed with 
the State Fire Insurance Commis- 
sion that Texas home owners are 
paying excessive premiums for pro- 
tection. 
The consultant, Ralph Soape, re- 
quested reduction in rates on dwell- 
ings, reduction iiu.the number of 
classifications and, simplification of 
rating schedules. 
The brief 
was 


filed for study at the board's an- 
nual hearing. 
Soape had requested a hearing on 
his contention that in the past five 
years owners of dwellings in Texas 
have paid $138,289,560 dollars for In- 
surance, $42,000,000 more than was 
necessary to cover the risk. 
He charged that administrative 
practices of the Insurance Com- 
mission encourage uniform instead 
of competitive rates among insur- 
ers."It Is discrimination of the rank- 
est order to deny the insuring pub- 
lic of Texas the same levelling in- 
fluence (competition) extended the 
Insuring public in other states by 
the same companies doing business 
In Texas," he said. 
"A recent example of the burden 
imposed upon 
dwelling 
owners 
springs from the statement a few 
weeks ago of the Dallas fire mar- 
shal that Dallas lost its fire record 
credit on account of the Nelman- 
Marcus (department store) loss,1 
Said Soape, continuing: 
"It means that this loss, in the 
mercantile class, Is penalizing ev- 
ery dwelling owner in Dallas who 
Insures his dwelling and household 
furniture and effects." 
Soape criticized the "cross breed- 
Ing" insurance rates for two differ- 
ent classification such as dwellings 
and commercial establishments. 
"As a matter of fact, the contri- 
butions of all Dallas dwelling own- 
ers on account of the Nelman-Mar- 
cus fire are not going to the pur- 
pose of paying for that loss, but are 
going largely to Increase the prof- 
Its of the insurance 
companies 
which insured the risk," declared 
Soape.

Bill Providing 
Health Fund For 
Schools Approved 


WASHINGTON, July 
26.—(/Pi— 
Legislation permitting use of $350,- 
000,000 In federal health funds in 
private as well as public schools 
was approved today by a House 
commerce subcommittee. 


The bill Is similar to one already 
passed by the Senate, but the sub- 
committee added several amend- 
nents described as minor by mem- 
lers.

The'blirwllf "come "before the full 
Interstate Committee probably lat- 
er this week. 
It is not the same ald-to-educa- 


.ion bill which has precipitated a 
tot controversy over the use of 
federal funds for private and par- 
ochial schools. That bill, also pass- 
ed tho Senate and providing for 
$300,000,000 In aid to states for ed- 
ucation is stalemated in the House 
abor and education committee. 
The bill approved by the com- 
merce subcommittee contains none 
of the features -which have caused 
Catholic leaders to assail the $300,- 
000,000 measure as discriminatory. 
However, It has an indirect bear- 
ng on the general measure offered 
by Rep. Barden (D-NC) which set 
off the religious controversy. 
Yesterday a second Roman Cath- 


olic leader centered criticism on 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt who has en- 
dorsed the Barden Bill's ban against 
spending this money on any but 
public schools. 


The Rt. Rev. Msgr. John K. Cart- 
wright said in a sermon at St. 
Matthew's 
Cathedral 
here that 
Francis Cardinal 
Spellman 
was 
right when he accused Mrs. Roose- 
velt of anti-Catholic prejudice in 
supporting the Barden bill.

Administration 
Starts Regional 
Aid For Business 


WASHINGTON, July 
The Truman administration asked 
Congress today to vote a $1,450,- 
000,000 foreign arms aid program, 
saying Russia and International 
Communism make 
this 
outlay 
necessary. 


It Is the first step under the new 
North Atlantic treaty, with "fu- 
ture programs" yet to take shape. 


The draft of a bill submitted by 
the State Department simultane- 
ously with a special message from 
President Truman would give the 
Chief Executive sweeping powers 
to ship guns and other weapons — 
but not atom bombs — to friendly 
nations all over the world. 


The department summed up the 
reasons behind the administration's 
action In these words: 
"The political aggression and 
expansionist aims of the Soviet 
Union, abetted by the malignant 
growth of International Commun- 
ism, have bred a new fear and 
Insecurity In the world." 
Nowhere in thousands of words 


of explanatory and background ma- 
terial on the arms program did 
the State Department enter direct- 
ly Into the argument over what fur- 
ther steps this country pledged it- 
self to in joining the North Atlantic 
treaty. 
It did say, however, that "helping 


free nations to acquire the means 
of defending themselves Is an ob- 
ligation of the leadership we have 
assum'ed in world affairs." 
More than $1,000,000,000 of 
the 
proposed military help would go 
to Atlantic treaty nations In West- 
ern Europe — countries like Brit- 
ain, France and Belgium — said the 
State Department 
in a 
41-page 
pamphlet prepared for Congress: 
"Their defense is our defense and 
will continue to be of deep concern 
to us as long as their military 
weakness invites aggression."

The administration launched its 
regional business-jobs aid plan 
today. President Truman was re- 
ported meanwhile as determined 
to wait another six months to 
see whether the economy gets 
better or worse — and then

For the time being, Mr. Truman 
plans to pln-polnt federal spend- 
ing In areas hardest hit by un- 
employment and business decline. 
In that connection Secretary of 


Commerce Sawyer went to Boston 
to confer with the New England 
council and governors of New Eng- 
land states to get the economic 
picture in that area. 
At the same time, Undersecretary 


of Commerce Cornelius Vander- 
bllt Whitney ana Assistant Secre- 
tary Thoma8 C. Bralsdell journey- 
ed to Louisville and Atlanta to 
meet with business groups. 
Other commerce department of- 


ficials were to go later in 
the 
week to the mid-west, and to other 
sections, to get on-the-spot data 
of economic sore spots. 
Meanwhile a top government of- 


ficial specializing in administra- 
tion economic policy said Pres- 
ident Truman has set a deadline 
of January for a new appraisal 
of the nation's economy. 
If It gets worse by then, this 


official said, the President 
will 


come forward with a new deal-like 
pump-priming plan designed' to 
re-lnvlgorate the country. 


"If there Is no upturn this fall, 
or no evidence of a steadying-out 
which will lead to an upturn la- 
ter, Mr. Truman will feel that he 
must be decisive,"

optimistic for business recovery, 
plnnine his hopes mainly o re- 
plenishment of inventories which 
may businessmen have allowed to 
drop below normal this year, in 
expecting still lower price*. 


House To Vote On 
Bill Abolishing 
Poll Tax Charges 


WASHINGTON, July 25.-VP>— 
Southern Democrats lost tho first 
round today in a fight to block 
house action on an anti-poll tax 
bill. 


They tried to force adjournment 
before the house could start con- 
sidering the measure, but lost by 
a roll call vote of 242 to 102. 
The move was engineered 
by 
Rep. Gossett ID-Texas) outspoken 
opponent of the proposed law to 
bar levy of poll taxes as a prere- 
quisite to voting in elections for 
president, vice president or mem- 
bers of congress- 


Gonsett's motion carried 46-30 
on an initial standing vote when 
only a handful of the members 
had arrived in the chamber. 
Rep. Hays (D-Ohlo) asked fora 
roll call to give the bill's sup- 
porters time to round up their 
forces.

try every parliamentary device at 
their command to delay a show- 
down. 
It was the fifth house effort In 
less than 30 yean to pass an anti- 
poll tax bill.

Answer Made To 
Spellman Attack 
By Mrs. Roosevelt 


NEW YORK, July 
25.—(AP)— 


Mrs. Rosevslt last Thursday crltl- 
swerlng charges of Francis Cardin- 
al Spellman that she has a "rec- 
ord of anti-Catholicism," said to- 
day she had supported Alfred E. 
Smith, a Catholic, in every cam- 
paign that he made. 
She made the comment In her 
copyrighted 
column 
"My 
Day," 


published in th« World Telegram. 
"I want freedom of religion to pre- 
vail In this country," she wrote. 


She said that In campaigning for 
Smith for president she was shock- 
ed "by the extent of what I con- 
sidered bigotry against the Roman 
Catahollc Church, and I certainly 
do not wish to encourage anything 
of that kind." 
Cardinal Spellman in a letter to 
.Mrs. Roosevelt last Thursday citl- 
cized her for her opposition to fed- 
eral funds for parochial and private 
schools. He said that "your record 
of anti-Catholicism stands for all 
to see—a record which you your- 
self wrote on the pages of history 
which cannot bo 
recalled—docu- 
ments of discrimination unworth/ 
of on American mother." 
"Now that I have had time to 
read the letter carefully," she said, 
"I shall, of course, answer 
the 
cardinal personally and In detail. 
However, since I consider it im- 
portant that there should be as 
little bitterness as possible engen- 
dered among tho Protestant, Cath- 
olic and Jewish groups, or any oth- 
er religious groups In our nation, I 
shall not discuss this question any 
further on a personal basis with 
Cardinal Spollman. One's basic be- 
liefs must be stated on matters 
which we think Important, hut that 
can be dona as citizens and not a.< 
members of any particular religious 
faith.

TITO IS APPARENTLY 
GETTING AWAY WITH 
DEFIANCE OF KREMLIN 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, 
July 


25.—(/P)—The first Communist rul- 
er to say "no" to Stalin seems to be 
still firmly in the saddle. 
Premier Marshal Tito has defied 
the wrath of the Kremlin for more 
than a year now and Yugoslavia 
is weathering tho economic and 
strategic strains resulting from the 
Cominform blasts at Tito for being 
too Independent. 
Tito has had his troubles. Bor- 
der incidents—shootings, sabotage, 
spies, short-lived sensations which 
have become almost commonplace. 
And there was a belt tightening 
at the dinner table which has been 
eased since the winter months by 
good crops. 
Foremost in relieving the strate- 
gic situation has been the closing 
of the Yugoslav border to 
the

The week of July 34-80 has been 


proclaimed by the President of the 
United States as our sixth annual 
National Farm Safety Week. The 
district supervisors urge 
every- 


one to observe and take precau- 
tions against the many 
hazards 
about the farm and farming oper- 
ations. 
Farm accidents cost farm people 


more than 36 million dollars 
in 


1948 for medical and hospital care 
alone. During 1948 a resident of 
one out of every 6 farms was the 
victim of an accident. Falls were 
the leading type and they account- 
ed for a fourth of all accidents to 
farm people. Accidents Involving 
machinery and those Involving ani- 
mals, each accounted for about an 
eighth -of farm accidents for the 
country as a whole. The conserva- 
tion proprram necessarily Includes 


the protection not only of the soil, 
but also of the KEEPERS OF THE 
SOIL.

flexibility in distributing arms to 
other countries but would bar glv- 
ine away any atomic bombs. 


In an accompanying booklet, the 
state department blasted Russia 
with 
even blunter words than 


those Mr. Truman used. The book- 
let said: 


"The 
political aggression and 


expansionist aims of the Soviet 
Union, abetted by the malignant 
growth of international Commun- 
ism, 
have bred a new fear and 
insacurity In the world." 
The president said the people 


of Europe 
particularly 
have 


watched 
the 
Communists take 


over one nation after another, have 
observed the civil war In Greece 
and the Soviet blockade of Ber- 
lin and have watched the pres- 
sures on Iran and Turkey. 


AS a result of their experience 


with Soviet Communism, Mr. Tru- 
man said, "they realize that they 
must have a shield against ag- 
gression to shelter their political 
institutions and the rebirth 'of 
their own economic and social 
life."That 
shield, 
the 
president 


went on; docs not yet exist In 
the United States, 
And again 
he blamed Russia for this situa- 
tion. 


"So long as the danger of ag- 


gression exists," he said, "It i« 
necessary to think In terms of 
the forces required to prevent It. 
"Helping free nations to ac- 
quire the means of defendnlx 
themselves," Mr. Truman con- 
tinued, "Is an obligation of the 
leadership we have assumed in 
world affairs-" 
He argued further that th« pre- 


paration of military means "for 
keeping the peace is necessary 
not only to the security of the 
United States but also to build a 
safe and prosperous world socie- 
ty".The state department, referring 
to the Western European members 
of the new North Atlantic treaty 
put it in these words: "Their de- 
fense is our defense." 
Mr. Truman told congress he 


did not want to spell out the 
arms to bo given each country. 
He asked instead for general au- 
thority to provide arms and war 
materials for Britain, France, Bel- 
glum, The Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg, (which together form the 
Western European 
union), Nor- 
way, Denmark, Italy, Greece, Tur- 
key, 
Iran, Korea and the Philip- 


pines. 
In addition, he said the United 
States should help Canada and 
the other American Republics in 
strengthening their defenses. But 
here, he said, it should be on a 
cash and carry basis with 
the 


American 
governmont 
assisting 
them only by making available its 
facilities 
"to 
procure 
defense 


equipment for them at their own 
expense." 
The president laid the eight 
European countries already have 
undertaken to spend annually on 
their military establishments the 
equivalent 
to $5,500,000,000. 
He 
said that Is the maximum load 
they can carry without disrupt- 
ing their economic recovery. But 
that, he insisted, is not "enough 
to furnish these nations the pro- 
tection they need." 


Mr, Truman said It doe* not 
give them enough 
protection 


partly because they cannot di- 
vert ' more of their 
resources 
from civilian recovery and part-

some of the things they need, 
Sii, the president sold: 
"I recommend that we supply 
these countries with assistance of 
tnreo types: 
"First, a limited amount of dol- 


lar aid to enable them to Increase 
their own production of military 
items without impairing their ef- 
forts for economic recovery: 
"Second) the direct transfer of 


certain essential items of mili- 
tary eqculpment, and 


"Third, the assistance of ex- 
perts in th« production and' use 
oi BoiUUrx •aulcment and the 


training o personnel." 
He said the aim of the proposed 


plan is to help the European na- 
tlons create 
"mobile 
defensive 


forces" so that in the shortest pos- 
sible time they will be capable of 
"maintaining internal order 
and 


resisting the Initial phases of ex- 
ternal aggression." 
He declared: 


"At the present time," the mil- 


itary power which is the greatest 
drterrant to aggression is center- 
ed in the United States. 3,000 
miles away from Europe. It must 
be made clear that the United 
States has no intention, in the 
event of aggression, of allowing 
the people of Western Europe to 
be overrun before its own power 
can be brought to bear. The pro- 
gram of military assistance now 
proposed is a tangible assurance 
of our purpose In this regard."

Western Europe would receive 


$038,460,000 worth of arms, techni- 
cal assistance and training services 
together with $165,000,000 to be used 
in stepping up military 
output. 
This would leave only $300,680,000 
for military help to other friendly 
nations including Greece and Tur- 
key , since $46,000,000 is earmarked 
for an emergency fund and $10,970,- 
000 for administrative costs. 
This breakdown is given In the 
State Department's pamphlet. The 
bill itself simply states that an ap- 
propriation of $1,460,000,000 would 
be authorized for carrying out the 
purposes of the proposed military 
aid law. 
Other major provisions of the 


legislation as prepared by the State 
Department: 
1. "Nathlng in this act shall alter, 


amend, revoke, repeal, or otherwise 
affect the provisions of the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1946." (That act bars 
the government 
from 
releasing 
atomic eploslves.) 


2. Arms could be supplied to all 


nations which have'joined with 
this country In "collective de- 
fense" arrangements providing 
for "self help and mutual aid." 
(This would apply to Latin 
American countries, ) 


The President also would be 


authorized to aid other nations. 
3. The President could 
obtain 
equipment for the aid program by 
(a) taking it out of government 
stocks, (b) buying it new and (o) 
helping tha other nations to pro- 
duce it themselves. 


4. The President also could ac- 
cept materials from other govern- 
ments "as a condition of or In con- 
nection with" the American help, 
This follows the general principle 
of wartime "reverse lend-lease." 


6. The goods to be given out by 


the United States would have some 
strings attached. 
Receiving .countries would have 
to agree to use the assistance to 
build up their own strength against 
aggression; they could not trans- 
fer the materials without the Pres- 
ident's consent and the Chief Execu- 
tive could suspend the grants to 
any country. 


6. The whole operation 
would 


have to be "consistent" with the 
United Nations charter and the 
President would be required to shut 
off help to any country against 
which the U. N. took action. 


7. To get the program underway 


without waiting for an actual ap- 
propriation by Congress, the Recon- 
struction 
Finance 
Corporation 


would be empowered to advance the 
President $126,000,000. 


8. In addition- to the $1,450,000,- 


000 appropriation, the act would 
permit the President to buy and 
sell arms under foreign aid con- 
tracts up to a maximum of $100,000,- 
000. 
* 


9. The President could set up 


whatever organization he considers 
necessary to run the program,

Flood Control, Soil Saving 
Program Is Planned Here 


By DON MOBBISSEY

Immediate action on a flood con- 
trol and soil conservation pro- 
gram for Corsicana and this area 
was voted today by a group of 
citizens comprised of members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, city 
and county officials, and local land- 
owners. 


The group, Instructed the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to submit two 
resolutions, seeking flood control 
aid, to the chief of the army en- 
glneerfl and to the Department of 
Agriculture Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice. The group also voted to have 
the county and city submit sim- 
ilar resolutions. 


*. 1. Parks, Fort Worth, en- 
gineer for the Trinity River Im- 
provement association addressed 
the group. Ho related flood con- 
trol couldn't bo expected In this 
area for at least five years, and 
only then If Immediate action 
was started to get a project au- 
thorized. 
He stressed the importance of 
the need for flood control, water 
and soil conservation in this area 
and suggested the army engineers 
be asked to complete surveys as 
soon as possible. 


Parks said If the surveys were 
completed within the 
next 
12 


montha the reports of the survey 
could be presnted the Congress in 
1951. Another year would pass be- 
fore an appropriation could be 
made and then It would take at 
least two years to complete the 
reservoirs, he added. 


The Fort Worth engineer said 
about $35,000,000 would be spent 
on the Trinity project by this time 
next year. This includes only mo- 
ney spent by the army engineers 
and the soil conservation group. 
He said the army doesn't build 
water supplies but does build flood 
control systems. Parks added: 
"It's up to the local areas to 


supply the money for water sup- 
plies. But thlg will cost them a 
great deal less if they cooperate 
in the army and soil conserva- 


tion program!. 
"Pressure must be brought on 
the army engineers for comple- 
tion of the surveys. Then the 
area can tie In with the pro- 
gram and at a cost of one-third 
to one-fifth cheaper to erect wa- 
ter supplies, 
"Local areas must be willing to 
cooperate and stand their share 
of the expense for local water sup- 
plies." 


Fred 
Blucher, city 
engineer, 
stressed the Importance of getting 
a program started immediately. 
He said Dallas plans to ask for 
more flood control work and un- 
less Corslcana gets In now they'll 
have to wait. 


Parks said this area would have 
to,welt 10 or more years for r 
flood control program unless ac- 
tion was taken right away. 


The are! In which Corsicana is 


interested Includes the Rlchland 
and Chambers creeks. 
It was also suggested a repre- 
sentative of the Soil Conservation 
Service meet with the local group 
to discuss what the SCS plans for 
this area In the next year. 
Parks explained that the army, 
engineers and the soil conserva- 
tion groups work independently on 
water and soil conservation mat- 
ters but that they cooperate. 
Upon motion by W. B. McKln- 
noy, the president of the Chamber 
of Commerce was Instructed to 
appoint a committee 
to 
draft 
the resolutions. John C. Calhoun 
seconded the motion. An amend- 
ment to Include resolutions from 
the city and county officials al- 
so was adopted. 
The committee will send one res- 


olution to the chief of the army 
engineers, through 
the 
Trinity 
River 
Improvement 
association, 


and one to the Soil Conservation 
Service. The city and county res- 
olutions will go to both depart- 
ments. 


On the committee are H. M. 
Montgomery, 
Herman 
Brown, 
Ralph Stell, B. W. Woolley, John 
Corley and Allen Bryant. 


It was pointed out that unles; 
surveys are completed here with 
in the next 12 or 14 months tha 
it might be two or three years be 
fore such surveys would be sarted 


Corslcana's need for flood contro, 
water and soil conservation wa 
discussed at length by those pres 
ent. All were in accord that im 
mediate action waa necessary 1 
this area was tp benefit within i 
minimum of five years. 
It was also pointed out that th 
area 
might get 
flood 
contro 
sooner if a public works program 
were started. But this wouldn' 
help here unless the Interim sur 
vey reports are completed by th 
engineers within the year and in 
the hands of Congres . when 
i 


meets In 1950. 
In discussing the cost to a 
city for water storage, It was 
pointed out that army engineers 
build only reservoirs for flood 
control. However, for a moder- 
ate additional cost, supplied by 
the city, water storage may be 
obtained. 
Engineer Park, said Dallas was 
storing water for about • $14 pe 
acre foot. 
The additional costs comes with 
the enlarging of the dam so i 
will hold additional water, Park: 
explained. 


The resolutions which will bi 
sent will include the area's neec 
for flood control, the need fo 
soil conservation and the condi 
tlon of present water supplies. The 
resolutions will request the sur 
veys be completed so Corsicana 
and the area it serves may bene 
fit as soon ag poslble.

'Hounds and Men' Subject of Address 


"A man ought to be as good as a 
hound." 


Emphasizing this In an address 
"Hounds and Men," Rev. Phillip 
W. Walker, pastor of the First 
Methodist Church at Denton, de- 
clared here Thursday night that 
man can learn many things from 
the hound. 


Walker was guest speaker at the 
quarterly meeting of the Men's Din- 
ner Club at the First Methodist 
Church, where some 100 persons 
gathered for a watermelon feast on 
the lawn. 


Speaking more than an hour on 
a subject that obviously fascinated 
htm .Walker explained that five out- 
standing things "mako a hound 
tick." They are: 


1. Hounds work by scent—not by 
sight. 


2. A contest *xlst« b e t w e e n 
equals. 


3. Teamwork is always present 
4. Spirit 
5. Excellence. 
Walker (tressed the necessity of 
teamwork, applying this to man by 
declaring: "No great man stands 
alone." 


"A hound doesn't quit when the 
going's rough," he said. "And he 
never gets lost—he always knows 
the wa yback to his master." 


The speaker said he had deliv- 
ered the "Hounds and Men" ad- 
dress 23 times in the last 12 months. 
He revealed to the Corsicanans that 
20 years ago—in June, 1929—he was 
pastor of a Zion's Rerst church. 


Quoutlng poetry at length, Wal- 
ker painted a colorful word pic- 
ture of a fox hunt—theoldest rug- 
ged sport. He told of its hisstory, 
going back to the days of George 
Washington, who recorded in his 
dairy the activities of big hunts.
